1952 tax rate for the Town of 
Vulcan was set at 53 mills at the 
regular council meeting held Mon¬ 
day evening of this week. This is 
an increase of three mills over 
last year’s rate and is made up as 
follows: School 25 mills. Hospital 
5 mills, Municipal 23 mills. The 
town still qualifies for the condi¬ 
tional three mills grant from the 
provincial government. 

Oast year’s rate of 50 mills com¬ 
prised the following: School 22, 
Hospital 5V4, Municipal 2214. 

The rates are based on 100 per 
cent assessed value of land, build 1 - 
ings and improvements. 

Estimates for the year 1952 
were reviewed and approved. Re¬ 
vision of salaries of town em¬ 
ployees was approved by the coun¬ 
cil and provision made for contri¬ 
butions to the Rest Room of $300, 
to the Library of $100, and the 
Memorial Swimming Pool of $150. 

Civil Defence 

Two readings were given a by¬ 
law authorizing the town council 
to provide for civil defence or dis¬ 
aster. This by-law empowers the 
council, subject to the approval of 
the Minister of Municipal Alfairs, 
to borrow, levy, appropriate or ex¬ 
pend, without • the consent of the 
proprietory electors, certain sums 
foi civil defence and disaster pur¬ 
poses.

Wheat Dry, But Land Wet 


Combines Fight Mud As 
Spring Harvest Proceeds 


It looks more like fall than like 
spring in the Vulcan district right 
now, as. on almost every farm 
co t mbines are busy trying to finish 
last year’s harvesting which was 
delayed by fall rains and then 
stopped completely by heavy snow¬ 
falls. 

Wheat being delivered to local 
elevators is reported to be very 
dry, with about 10 per <jent mois¬ 
ture content, but " meM'^Vlifftculiy 
is being encountered m operating 
the heavy combines on land that 
is still water-soaked from the ex¬ 
cessive moisture of last fall and 
the heavy runoff this spring. 

East and south of town com¬ 
bining is general, but north and 
west many farmers early this 
-week found their land - still too 
wet to allow combines to operate 
successfully, even though it has 
been an early spring, with no 
snow or rain for the past two 
weeks or more. 

. The few farmers w-ho were for¬ 
tunate enough to complete their' 
harvest last fall are now working 
the land preparatory to seeding. 

The weather was somewhat 
cooler on Monday, with overepst 
skies, but Wednesday was sunny 
and warm.

Final discussion and plans for 
attending the District Zone Rally 
of the Canadian Legion Auxiliary, 
at Claresholm on Wednesday, Ap¬ 
ril 23 were made. Indications were 
that a good attendance would be 
had from this branch. 


The County Councillors at their 
regular meeting held on Friday, 
April 18, set the 1952 tax rate for 
the County at 39 mills, which is an 
increase of 3 mills over the 1951 
rate. The rate for ordinary County 
services is 16 mills; school 19 
mills and hospital 4 mills; a spe¬ 
cial levy of 5 mills on the assess¬ 
ment in the Little Bow Municipal 
Hospital District was authorized 
to cover the Mufiicipal Doctor 
contract in that area. 

Last year's tax rates were 16 
mills for School purposes, 15 mills 
for municipal and varying rates of 
from 3 to 6 mills for hospital pur¬ 
poses. 

According to recent amendments 
to the County Act, it is now man¬ 
datary for the County to levy a 
unifqrm rate to cover hospital re¬ 
quisitions regardless of the 
amount .of requisition from the 
various hospital districts, which 
are included in the County. In 
setting this year’s tax rate the 
Councillors approved a budget 
which provides an expenditure of 
$200,000.00 on public works, $298,- 
211.29 for schools; general gov- 
ernmertt and administration, $35,- 
675.00; protection of persons and 
property, (including an appropria¬ 
tion of $1,000.00 for Civil Defence 
and $6,000.00 for an Agricultural 
Service, Boardi, $8,000.00 in total; 
health and hospital services, $55,- 
818.58; social welfare (including 
grants), $5,100.00; debt charges, 
interest and debenture payments, 
$15,295.13; capital payments from 
revenue, $32,000.00 and discount 
on current taxes $16,000.00. The 
budget provides for an expected 
surplus of approximately $19,000.00 
It is expected that the government 
grants in 1952 will be approxim¬ 
ately the same as they were in 
1951, at roughly $210,000.00. 

Earn Three Mill Subsidy 

The Municipal Assistance Act 
which provides tax reduction sub¬ 
sidy grants to municipal districts 
which reduce tlteir taxes 3 mills 
was amended this year to allow a 
10.78 increase in the mill rate. 
The increase of 3 mills this year 
is well within the. 10.78 per cent 
increase and the County will again 


earn the 3 mill reduction subsidy. 
Total taxes to be levied in the 
County this year will amount to 
approximately $422,000.00. The 
Council is again authorizing the 
usual 5 per cent discount for early 
payment of taxes, on or before 
June 30th and it is expected that 
tax notices will be in the mail 
prior to June 1st. 

Buy Repair Shop Equipment 

The Public Works program is 
$25,000.00 greater than it was in 
1951 The Council passed a By-.law 
authorizing the purchase of all the 
tools and equipment including ser¬ 
vice trucks of Chester Rea for the 
sum of $16,000.00 and are negot¬ 
iating to purchase the garage pro¬ 
perty for the sum of $8,000.00 Ow¬ 
ing to the fact that the County 
has now a great deal of road build¬ 
ing machinery which is constant¬ 
ly in need of repair, the Council¬ 
lors felt that it was necessary to 
have a repair shop equipped to do 
the work. It was felt that a con¬ 
siderable saving could be effected 
by having the work done by Coun¬ 
ty employees. Mr. Rea has been 
employed by the County as repair 
foreman and will have charge of 
the maintenance of the machinery 

A number of delegations inter- 
.viewed the Council in respect to 
road conditions and washouts and 
were promised as much assistance 
as possible. 

No Change in Assessment 

Mr. P. M Paiterson, Assessor, 
discussed with the Councillors the 
matter of adjusting the assess¬ 
ment of the County, and a motion 
was passed authorizing Mr. Patter 
son to review the assessments in 
various areas and make a report 
to the Council at a later date. 
There will be no changes in as¬ 
sessment for this year. 

The Council approved the action 
of the. School Committee in re¬ 
commending the acceptance of the 
Gland Construction Company Lim¬ 
ited tender on the construction of 
the new schools at Carmangay, 
Champion and Milo at a fixed fee 
price of $17,000.00 plus cost of 
material and labor.

000 active force soldiers and that 
a large monthly intake is requir¬ 
ed to maintain this level and pro¬ 
vide for rotation of troops abroad.

Should Be Hard-surfaced 


The Advocate has consistently urged the hard- 
surfacing of Highways 23 and 24 as an alternate sur¬ 
faced route to Calgary from the south. The past few 
years the government has had a standard excuse— 
that priority is being given the surfacing of east-west 
routes in the province. 

We haven’t the data on the volume of traffic on 
east-west routes as compared to the number of ve¬ 
hicles using the north and south route but the figures 
might prove interesting. Certainly there is a large 
volume of traffic entering the province from the south 
and is eventually channelled onto No. 2 highway going 
north. 

The need for an alternate hard-surfaced route to 
Calgary is becoming more apparent each year. The ex¬ 
cessive volume of truck traffic on No. 2 highway must 
certainly have been a factor in the breaking-up of the 
highway between High River and Calgary. An alter¬ 
nate hard-surfaced route would ease the burden and 
this fact alone shc^ild warrant steps being taken for 
the immediate hard-surfacing of Highways 23 and 24 
from Monarch to Calgary. 

When the Minister of Highways visits Vulcan in 
May we hope he will have something definite to say 
on the matter.

The Alberta teachers are in quite a dither. They 
have a grievance, and a very serious one. Their salary 
schedules are out of line with comparative industries. 
On top of this, the masses of the teachers are very 
poorly advised. On the one hand they have a group 
clamoring for professional status. On the other hand 
they have a group demanding labor union strike act¬ 
ion. The feud is growing very bitter and the under¬ 
standing between the teachers and the public is stead¬ 
ily growing worse. In the present fiscal set-up of the 
country, and this holds pretty well all across Canada, 
the new salary schedules cannot be met from property 
tax increases. The extra money must come from pro-* 
vincial and federal grants. Then again, we do not see 
how professional status can be given to anything but 
^he senior teachers with special qualifications. The 
girl of 18 who graduates from Grade XII and takes a 
single year of teacher training can hardly qualify as 
a professional, yet the turn-over in this category is so 
great that the average teaching life in Alberta is lit¬ 
tle more than five years. Any move to eliminate these 
quick turn-over teachers would be met by strenuous 
opposition . . . and rightly so. Too bad that the Pro- 
vinrial Department of Ehucation, the Alberta Trust¬ 
ees Association and the Alberta Teachers’ Association 
can’t get in a dosed room and solve this problem with¬ 
out so much bitterness being spread before the public 
in general. —Camrose Canadian.

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History Of Farm 
Electrification In Alberta 


It is impossible to say accur¬ 
ately just when farm elecrifica- 
tion first started in Alberta, but 
we know it was first provided by 
small individual lighting plants. 

While there have been a number 
of makes on the market, we be¬ 
lieve the early pioneering was 
done with Delco light plants. Ov¬ 
er 30 years ago, salesmen hauled 
Delco and other lighting plants all 
over Alberta in their cars to make 
demonstrations at farms 
cross-road stores. 

There is still a definite place in 
form electrification for individual 
isolated plants today. Many farms 
in AJberta are so situated that it 
is virtually impossible, or at least 
not economically feasible, to bring 
central station service to them. 

Here consideration must be given 
not only to the prohibitive first 
cost of long lines, but also to the 
high maintenance costs and de¬ 
preciation charges. This would 
make the rate for power so ex¬ 
pensive that most farmers could 
not afford to use the service. 

‘ Small lighting plants, supple¬ 
mented wherever possible with 
wind chargers, will provide quite 
economical service for lighting 
and the operation of household 
appliances. Many of them are still 
being installed every year.
